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US Congress 
bars $150m 
for UN 

peacekeeping 

WASHINGTON. Oct 23, 
(Reuter): The US Congress 
refused to authorise the Reagan 
administration to transfer up to 
$150 million to provide a US 
^ contribution for possible UN 
1 peacekeeping operations. 

The Senate failed to act on a 
House-passed bill authorising 
the transfer before Congress 
adjourned for the year early yes- 
terday amid expressions of con- 
cern about the possible shape of a 
peace accord in southern Africa. 

The administration had 
sought the authority to switch 
the money, appropriated earlier 
for other progr ammes, to help 
pay for possible UN peacekeep- 
ing operations that might be 
needed following conflicts in 
Angola as well as Af ghanistan , 
I ran -Iraq, Cambodia and the 
Western Sahara. 

Assurances 

In both the House of 
Representatives and the Senate, 
members sought assurances that 
a southern Africa settlement 
would include the national 
reconciliation among all parties 
in Angola where the United 
Stales has been supporting Jonas 
Savimbi and rebelforces fighting 
the Soviet-backed government. 

Prospects of a settlement have 
increased with progress in year- 
long US efforts to secure the 
withdrawal of Cuban troops 
from Angola and independence 
for neighbouring South- African 
ruled Namibia. 

In a letter to Secretary of State 
George Shultz, the chairman of 
the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee. Democrat Dante Fascell 
of Florida, and its senior 
Republican, William Broom- 
field of Michigan, said they 
expected any peacekeeping 
money would be used only for 
peace settlements that were m US 
interests.

Shamir, Peres clash 
over peace moves 


CAIRO, Oct 23, (Agencies): 
President Hosni -Mubarak 
returned today from summit 
talks in Jordan and Iraq, that 
also included PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat, and anEgyp- 
tian spokesman said the'tnp 
established a united Arab 
front prepared to negotiate 
peace with Israel. 

Arafat, leader of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation, said 
yesterday’s talks with King Hus- 
sein at the Jordanian port of 
Aqaba laid down guidelines for 
an Arab peace offensive as well as 
the foundations of a new Jordan- 
PLO relationship. 

Mubarak said a “spirit of 
unders Landing prevailed at the 
Aqaba talks. The dialogue bet- 
ween Arafat and King Hussein, 
was very good and took place ina 
quiet and brotherly atmosphere. 

Chances 

Mubarak and Arafat met with 
the Jordanian monarch in day- 
long talks yesterday aimed at 
reviving policy co-ordination 
between Jordan and the PLO and 
forging a unified position on the 
peace negotiations with Israel. 

This was the first meeting bet- 
ween Arafat and Hussein since 
the Jordanian monarch broke off 
links with the occupied West 
Bank last July 31 in action 
indicating Jordan and the PLO 
would go separate ways. 

The Egyptian and PLO leaders 
travelled to Baghdad today for 
talks with Iraqi President Sad- 
dam Hussein. Mubarak later 
returned to Cairo while Arafat, 
who is expected to pay a visit to 
Turkey tomorrow, stayed 
behind in the Iraqi capital. 

An Egyptian government 
spokesman described the Aqaba 
mini-summit, which took place 
about one week before the Israeli 
Nov 1 elections, as a turning- 
point that projected the Arabs’ 
readiness for peace. 

“The meeting in itself and the 
rapport it realised should prove 
to all regional and international 
parties that there is an Arab front 
ready for negotiation," said 
Mamdoub El Bel tagi, chief of the 
state information service. 

Available 

"Three key Arab parties are in 
agreement about the necessity of 
peace. Consequently, the Arab 
negotiator is available and is 
ready to begin the negotiating 
process,” El Beltagi said. 

In what looked like a message 
to Israeli voters, El Beltagi said: 
“This major political fact con- 
fronts the peace-loving forces 
inside Israel. .. with aclear choice. - 
They must deal positively with 
the Arab peace front if they are 
really seeking a just and compre- 
hensive peace in the region.” 

Analysts said El Beitagi’s 
remark, and a PLO appeal to 
Israeli voters, appeared to favour 
Shimon Peres’ Labour Parly 
which indicated readiness to 
attend an international Middle 
East peace conference, for which 
the Arabs have been pressing. 

But Mubarak rejected this 
type of speculation. “We are not 
working on anybody’s behalf. 
We are worki ng for a just peace,” 


Mubarak told reporters on his 
return to Cairo. 

. ““We support any force in 
Israel that works for peace,” 
Mubarak said, “The Israeli peo- 
ple’s choice of their represen- 
tatives is their own concern.” 

- Arafat, at a news conference in 
Baghdad, said the Aqaba sum- 
mit ‘“laid down broad and basic 
lines for ad van dug the peace 
effort through the quick conven- 
ing of an international con- 
ference.” 

“We also laid down the foun- 
dations of a new relationship bet- 
ween Jordan and the PLO, foll- 
owing the Jordanian disen- 
gagement from the West Bank.” 
Arafat said. 

Fntmre 

He said he left behind in Jor- 
dan a PLO delegation “to 
explore the horizons of the new. 
relationship” and described the 
Aqaba talks as “positive and cor- 
dial.” 

On the PLQ’s future plans, 
Arafat said: “Everybody, Pales- 
tinian and Arab, is convinced of 
the necessity of filling the 
vacuum resulting from the Jor- 
danian' disengagement by pro- 
claiming a Palestinian state 
under thie occupation.” 
“Differences are only confined 
.to timing and tactics,” Arafat 
said but then added: “There is the 
view that we should give priority 
to international protection of the 
occupied territories.” 

Arafat said the final decision 
will be taken by the Palestine 
National Council, or 
parliament-in-exile, at an 
extraordinary session scheduled 
for Nov 12 in Algiers. “I am a 
democratic man who cherishes 
democracy,” Arafat said. 

He said Hussein pledged to 
back any decision taken by the 
Palestinians. 

Appeal 

Arafat said be directed two 
»: the first to Israeli Arabs' 
3g them to take part in the 
elections, and the second to 
Israeli voters generally. 

“With the participation of 
Arabs in the elections, we can 
guarantee between 14 to 15 seats 
in the Knesset,” Arafat said. 
“This will have a bearing on the 
formation of any future Israeli 
government.” 

In the second appeal, Arafat 
said he urged Israeli voters to 
“elect those who raise the banner 
of peace, those who can give a 
forward push to the peace 
effort” 

Arafat said be told the Israelis 
that Palestinian protesters in the 
occupied territories would con- 
tinue to refrain from using 
weapons, despite the dampdown 
by Army troops and settlers. 

“This should not be construed 
as a weak point,” he said. “It is 
intended to make the Israeli 
citizen realise that the choice of 
peace is stronger than the choice 
of war and bloodshed, for the 
sake of our children.” 

In Amman, King Hussein said 
today be was fully satisfied with 
the outcome of his talks with 
Arafat and Mubarak.

TEL AVIV, Oct 23, (Reuter): 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir accused his foreign mini- 
ster today of drawing Jordan's 
King Hussein into "crass 
intervention" in Israel's general 
election campaign. 

Shamir, clashingiD a television 
debate with Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres, attacked a US 
television interview last week in 
which the King endorsed Peres’ 
plan for an international Middle 
East peace conference. 

Shamir, whose rightist Likud 
Bloc opposes the plan, and Peres, 
leader of the dovish Labour 
Party, are rivals in the Nov I 
elections. 

Intervention 

“I must say that to bring an 
Arab ruler into the elections of 
Israel — a crass intervention 
such as this is unprecedented and 
I believe the people must fully 
reject this, completely,” S hamir 
said. “This is the way’to peace?” 

Peres replied: “If it is possible 
to mobilise an Arab country, is it 
a sin or an achievement? 

Their 30-minme debate, to be 
screened later today, was recor- 
ded just after Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) leader 
Yasser Arafat met King Hussein 
in Jordan to try to map out ajoint 
approach to Middle East peace. 

Thor surprise talks yesterday, 
seen in Amman as a bid to 
improve Peres' election chances, 
followed months of strained rela- 
tions between Jordan and the 


PLO. 

Peres angrily dismissed 
accusations that he was willing to 
negotiate with the PLO, which 
Israel regards as a terrorist 
organisation bent on destroying 
the Jewish slate. 

Shamir quoted the King him- 
self as endorsing the PLO as the 
only legitimate representative of 
the Palestinians. 

Prerequisite 

An international conference is 
Jordan’s prerequisite for peace 
contacts with Israel. Shamir said 
King Hussein would join direct 
talks the minute he had no other 
choice for peace. 

Peres denied that Labour was 
ready to give back all of the West 
Bank and Jordan in return for 
peace, saying that it wanted to 
hold on to some of the occupied 
territories and all of Jerusalem. 
The king supported him despite 
this, he said. 

Shamir, 73, and Peres, 65. are 
vying for uncommitted voters in 
polls that show them neck and 
neck. 

In Hamburg, the West Ger- 
man magazine Der Spiegel 
quoted Trade and Industry Min- 
ister Ariel Sharon, of Likud, as 
blaming Peres for the Palestinian 
uprising. 

Sharon, a former defence min- 
ister, said Peres had "raised 
expectations among the Arabs 
that could not be fulfilled” with 
his international conference 
proposal.

Prince Saud in UAE 
for talks on Lebanon 


ABU DHABI, Oct 23. (Reuter): 
Saudi Arabian Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud A1 Faisal arrived in 
the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) today for talks which he 
said would include Lebanon. 

He told the official Emirates 
news agency WAM he was carry- 
ing a letter from King Fahd to 
President Sheikh Zayed Bin Sul- 
tan A1 Nahyan on bilateral co- 
operation. 

WAM quoted him as saying 
without elaboration the letter 
also included the king's view of 
current Arab developments. 

“Lebanon is one of the main 
issues that concern Arab states 
and I will discuss it with 


President Sheikh Zayed,” he told 
WAM. 

He said be would visit the 
other Gulf Co-operation Coun- 
cil (GCC) states of Kuwait, 
Qatar, Oman and Bahrain for 
talks on co-ordination among 
regional leaders. 

Faisal's trip came one day 
after the UAE called for an emer- 
gency Arab summit todiscuss the 
political crisis in war-torn 
Lebanon. 

Former Lebanese President 
Amin Gemayel was expected to 
arrive in the UAE at the start of 
an Arab tour to discuss what he 
said were ways to prevent parti- 
tion of Lebanon. 


Abolish right 
ofveto, 
urges Libya 

BEIRUT, Oct 23, (Reuter): 
Libya urged the United Nations 
today to abolish the right ofveto 
in the Security Council which it 
said was being misused. 

The official Libyan news 
agency JANA, marking the 43rd 
anniversary of the founding of 
the United Nations tomorrow, 
praised the organisation's 
humanitarian achievements. 

“At the same time the negative 
aspects ‘are very clear,” said 
JANA 

' “Maybe the main example on 
the weakness of the United 
Nations is the right of veto which 
is being misused against the will 
of international society and that 
is why the Libyan suggestion to 
abolish it is important” 

It said vetos bad prevented the 
world body from solving major 
problems “like the Palestinian 
issue and problems in Namibia 
and South Africa as well as disar- 
mament” 

The five permanent members 
of the. Security Council — the 
United Slates, the Soviet Union, 
China, France and Britain — 
have the right to veto resolutions.

Statement today. 


Fire kills 7 

NEW DELHI. Oct 23. (Reuter): 
Seven people died and more than 
40 were injured after fire swept a 
plastics factory in the Indian 
capital. United News of India 
said today. 

The fire began when a gas 
cylinder exploded yesterday and 
spread swiftly, the news agency 
said. 


BEIRUT, Oct 23, (AP): Libyan 
leader Moammar Khaddafi has 
praised Army commander Gen. 
■ Michel Aoun, who heads the 
Christian cabinet in Lebanon's 
dual government, and urged 
Syria to block “US intervention 
in Lebanon.” 

Khaddafi's disenchantment 
with Syria’s role in the Lebanese 
crisis apparently was behind 
Syrian Vice-President Abdul 
Halim Khaddam’s current visit 
to Libya. 

Defuse 

Khaddafi said in an interview 
issued by the Beirut magazine A1 
Kifah AJ Arabi (Arab Struggle) 
yesterday that he will try to 
defuse a potential confrontation 
between Syria and Iraq over 
Lebanon. 

“Michel Aoun is notan Israeli, 
an American or a Frenchman. 
He is a Lebanese Arab who 
replaced the President of the 
republic by a presidential 
decree," Khaddafi said. “We 
have to acoept that.” 

This was Libya's first public 
endorsement of Aoun, who was 
named prime minister of a 
caretaker military cabinet by 
President Amin GemayeL. min- 
utes before his 6-year- term ended 
on Sept 22. 

Rejected 

Muslims and leftists have 
rejected Aoun's cabinet and 
pledged aUegianoe to the govern- 
ment of acting Prime Minister 
Selim A1 Hoss, a Syrian-backed 
Sunni Muslim, who ruled under 
Gemayel. 

The government split, stem- 
ming from parliament's inability 


to elect a new bead of state, 
solidified Lebanon’s de facto 
partition into sectarian cantons 
after 1 3 years of civil war. 

Khaddafi said his acceptance 
of Aoun as prime minister should 
not hurt his 19-year-old alliance 
with Syria. 

“Syria’s steadfastness is essen- 
tial. It’s national security 
interests in Lebanon against 
Israel should always be taken 
into account in Lebanon,” he 
said, adding: “But Syria should 
also listen to its genuine allies like 
the Libyans ... we cannot aban- 
don Syria, but we have to offer 
advice and I have hereby offered 
iL” 

Accord 

Khaddafi was also critical of 
an agreement readied by the 
United States and Syria earfy in 
September to back pro-Syrian 
Maronite parliament member 
Mikhail Daher as the sole can-, 
didate to succeed Gemayel. 

Hardline Christians had 
rebelled against that accord. 
They boycotted two parliament 
sessions set on Sept 22 and Sept 
23, sabotaging a quorum. 

“It is impossible for Washing- 
ton to play the role of Constan- 
tinople,” Khaddafi said, refer- 
ring to the capital of the defunct 
Ottoman empire that ruled the 
Arab world for five centuries 
until World Warll. • 

“America is openly interfering 
in Lebanon to select a President. 
When we allow her to do so, we 
will not be able to prevent her in 
future from naming heads of 
states in Syria, Jordan or Iraq,” 
Khaddafi said. “This interven- 
tion must be stopped now.” 


Israel 'uses death 
squad against Arabs’ 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 

Oct 23. (Reuter): Palestinians in 
the occupied West Bank have 
accused Israel of running an 
undercover death squad against 
perceived organisers of a 10- 
month uprising against Israeli 
rule. 

A military spokesman denied 
that the Army assassinated wan- 
ted men. 

But security sources said an 
undercover Army unit code- 
named “Cherry’’, deployed in 
the West Bank to capture Arabs 
throwing petrol bombs and 
rocks, had verbal orders to shoot 
to kill fugitives "with blood on 
their hands”. 

The term covers Palestinians 
involved in attacks in which 
Israelis or Arabs were killed or 
injured. 

Arrest 

Foreign correspondents say 
members of the platoon-sized 
force have impersonated jour- 
nalists several times to arrest or 
photograph Arab suspects. 

Newsmen have protested, say- 
ing the practice endangers their 
lives in the occupied territories. 

Residents of the West Bank 
village of Yalta say armed men 
on Oct 9 shot dead Kamal Mah- 
moud Hassan A1 Sari, 24, and 
Fadel Ibrahim Shehadeh Al 
Najar, 22. in cold blood after 
recognising them as wanted 
leaders of the outlawed Sbabiba 
Youth Movement. 

The Jerusalem Post quoted 
villagers as saying shots were 
fired from a transit van with 
West Bank licence plates, one of 
the hallmarks of the undercover 
unit, which also impersonates 
Arabs wearing chequered kef- 
fiyeh headdresses. 

The Army denied the Yalta 
killing was planned, saying 
troops opened fire when their 
lives were endangered by a stone- 
throwing crowd. 

In the village ofYaabad, north 
of Tulkarem, on Oct 8, a soldier 
shot dead Ahmed Salim Zaid 
Kihlani, 22 in what friends and 


neighbours say was a 
premeditated killing directed by 
a Shin Bet agent. 

“They had been searching for 
him for a long time, they dine 
here with photographs but didn’t 
find his hiding plice,” a witness 
told Reuters. 

Denied 

Kihlani was shot dead at close 
range with a single bullet in the 
heart. The Array denied respon- 
sibility, saying he was apparently 
the victim of a local Arab feud. 

Cherry and a similar Gaza- 
based unit codenamed “Sam- 
son” have been deployed since 
the start of the uprising as a 
mobile force to penetrate remote 
villages. 

Security sources stressed that 
killings were not the unit’s prime 
task, although they had shot 
dead several Palestinians in 
ambushes and undercover 
operations. 

A US television crew by 
chance filmed members of the 
Cherry uni l in Army fatigues and 
tee-shirts jumping out of confis- 
cated Arab cars and arresting 
stonelhrowers in Nablus in July, 
but military censors made them 
erase the film. 

In two similar incidents, wit- 
nesses reported that Israelis in 
civilian dothes and Arab head- 
dress beat the arrested residents 
of Ain Arik village near 
Ramallah in July and fired on 
Dura village residents during a 
search operation on Oct 9. 

Both Cherry and Samson have 
masqueraded as foreign repor- 
ters to gain access to Arab 
villages and approach demon- 
strators.

Political parties were allowed 
to operate freely is Iran after the

ween the opposition groups and 
government forces in June 1981. 
Most parties were banned, 
including the Mujahedeen Khalq 
Organisation and the Monarch- 
ists. 


The main government party, 
the Islamic Republic Party, and 
other Islamic groups continued 
to operate legally. The pro-Mos- 
cowTudeh Party was not banned 
until early 1984. Several groups 
went underground and worked 
clandestinely after the ban. 

A parties act passed by the 
Majlis, or parliament, in August 
1981, provided for political 
groups to operate legally as long 
as they upheld the constitution. 
Groups were outlawed if they 
undermined national unity, 
sowed discord, violated the prin- 
’cipals of Islam or the Islamic 
foundations of the .country, or 
received foreign aid.

Hurricane Joan lashes Managua 


MANAGUA, Ocl 23, (Reuter): 
Tropical storm Joan hshed the 
. Nicaraguan capital with heavy 
. rain early today after weakening 
. from a hurricane which killed at 
' least 13 people when it hit the 
. Caribbean coast 

Power failures blacked out the 
whole city. Radio reports said 
one man was killed in Managua 
during the storm, which caused 
widespread flooding, damaged 
' homes, and felled electricity lines 
. and trees. 

Drainage ditches carrying 
. water into Lake Managua were 
close to overflowing, but rains 
were not as severe as feared 
before the storm struck just 
before midnight (0600 GMT). 

Storm 

Joan lost strength as it 
■ ploughed over mountains in cen- 
- tral Nicaragua and was likely to 


chum' out into the Pacific early 
today. It was only the fourth 
tropical storm to cut right across 
the country since records began 
last century, officials said. 

Joan slammed into the Carib- 
bean coast early yesterday with 
winds of 217 kph (135 mpta), 
devastating the port of Bluefields 
and Com Island off the coasL 

At least 10 people were killed 
in Bluefields and three on Com 
Island. 

Thousands were left homeless 
and 140 were reported Lo have 
disappeared in the western town 
of Rama. 

Reports of casualties or 
damage were not available for 
large parts of the country. In its 
earlier rampage through the 
Caribbean, Joan killed at least 22 
people in Venezuela and Colom- 
bia. 


Officials said Joan was the 
worst natural disaster to strike 
Nicaragua since an earthquake 
devastated Managua in 1972, 
killing 10.000. 

Weakening 

Government forecaster Pilar 
Cruz said eight cm (three inches) 
of rainfellon the capital in thesix 
hours before midnight. Winds 
gusted up to 75 kph (46 miles an 
hour). 

“Calm appears to be setting in 
as rains seem to be weakening,*’ a 
commentator on the official 
Voice of Nicaragua said early 
today. Radio stations transmit- 
ted only official news about the 
storm under a 30-day state of 
emergency imposed from Thurs- 
day. 

Managua streets were Uttered 
with fallen trees and branches 
tom from palm trees and downed 


electricity wires. 

Cruz said, however, that rain 
was likely to continue for hours 
after the hurricane passed, 
threatening to cause mudslides 
and flooding. 

Evacuated 

Around 70,000 people were 
evacuated from low-lying areas 
lay. Ti 


of the capital yesterday. Tens of 
thousands more were evacuated 


from other cities in eastern 
Nicaragua. 

President Daniel Ortega 
estimated that even before yes- 
terda’s evacuation, 200,000 were 
moved to shelters around the 


country. 

Just before tbe storm struck 
Managua. Onega appealed to 
the city's one million residents to 
stay indoors. In a radio address, 
he said the winds would be the 
strongest ever felt in the capital. 



Eskimos cut breathing 
holes for trapped whales 


BARROW, Alaska, Oct 23, 
(Reuter): Scientists today step- 
ped up attempts to hack a route 
through miles of thick Arctic ice 
so two trapped California grey 
whales can reach the open sea. 

By dawn, Eskimo crews equip- 
ped with chainsaws had cut a 
string of breathing holes about a 
quarter of the way across the five 
miles (eight km) of ice separating 
the whales from the unfrozen 
ocean and their normal migra- 
tion route to winter breeding 
grounds off Baja California, 
Mexico. 

To force the whales towards 
the sea, the rescuers are letting 
the holes closest to shore freeze 
over as they chop out the new 
ones. 

The whales have also been 
conditioned to follow the sound 
of small devices used to agitate 
the water in order to keep the 
seaward holes from freezing. 


Rescue 


Scientists now hope the whales 
can be freed in the middle of this 
week. 


Eskimos from Barrow use techniques they use in hunting to make 
now holes In the toe lor the trapped Californian grey whales.

Morris said one of the biggest 
hurdles remaining was a “pres- 
sure ridge,” an ice mass running 
parallel to the coast and lying 
between in the whales and the 
unfrozen sea. Such ridges are for- 
med where two ice packs meet 
and usually extend to the bottom 
of the ocean. 

Morris said the LIS Navy and 
oil companies were helping 
search for a possible opening m 
the ridge for the whales to swim 
through. 

Only two of the three whales 
that were trapped two weeks ago 
can now be seen in the breathing 
holes. The youngest — nick- 
named “bone” by the rescuers — 
is believed to have died. 

David Withrow, a whale 
biologist with the National 
Marine Mammal Laboratory in 
Seattle, said the remaining 
whales — “Bonnet” and “Cross- 
beak” — had gashes on their 
skin, apparently from scraping 
against ice while surfacing to 
breathe. But he said such wounds 
were not usually fatal. 

“Their breathing rates are 
close to what you'd see on 
migrating animals, so they seem 
to be in fairly good shape,” he 
said.

Dukakis steps up attack on 
campaign tactics of Bush 


WASHINGTON, Oct 23,(UPI): 
Democrat Michael Dukakis, 
stepping up his counterattack on 
the campaign tactics of opponent 
George Bush, decried yesterday 
the “fear” and “smear” he said 
he has endured on issues of 
crime, the environment and 
trade. 

In a scheduled five-minute, 
television ad paid by his cam- 
paign, the Massachusetts gover- 
nor said, “it isn't easy for the 
truth to catch up with the lies — 
and to clear up the fog and decep- 
tion that has been spread across 
the campaign." 

“But I am determined to do 
so," he pledged. 

A Newsweek magazine poll 
released yesterday shows the 
Republican ticket holding a 50 
per cent to 41 per cent edge over 
their Democratic rivals. The tele- 
phone survey of 1 ,01 3 registered 
voters conducted Thursday and 
Friday had a margin of error or 
plus or minus four per cenL 

In addition, Chicago's two 
major daily newspapers endor- 
sed Bush for President in their 
Sunday editions, while the 
Atlanta Journal-Constitution 


paper cited the Massachusetts 
governor's “common sense, 
compassion and commitment.” 
The Sun-Times noted Bush's 
extensive experience in govern- 
ment The Tribune backed Bush 
reluctantly, saying he has run an 
“abysmal” campaign and picked 
a “lousy running mate” in Sen. 
Dan Qiiayle of Indiana.

The crowd assembled near the 
Gellert Hotel despite calls by the 
demonstration’s organisers yes- 
terday to abandon the proces- 
sion. Hungary’s communist 
authorities refused to authorise 
the action, saying it would run 
counter to the constitution. 

Police with truncheons forced 
the group up a road leading away 
from the Gellert. which is packed 
with delegates to a conference for 
the American Society of Travel 
Agents. 

After singing the national 
anthem there was a small scuffle 
when a demonstrator with 
flowers tried to break through a 
chain of police. But the crowd 
heeded an appeal from a leader of 
the independent youth group 
Fidesz and dispersed peacefully.

About 500 people, some wield- 
ing clubs, took to the streets after 
the rally, yelling: “Execute (ex- 
President) Chun Doo Hwan and 
arrest Roh Tae-Woo," Let’s 
struggle to rescue our prisoners 
of conscience.'* 

Hundreds remain behind bars 
for political reasons — about 330 
by government figures but more 
than 500 according to opposition 
and church groups. 


Scuffles broke out as riot 
police stopped the radicals from 
marching through the main 
streets. Several officers were 
injured, but police refrained 
from firing tear-gas, witnesses 
said. No arrests were 
immediately reported. 

The protesters accused ex- 
president Chun of, corruption 
and abuse of power during his 
seven-year rule that ended last 
February, and claimed Roh was 
illegally protecting him from 
prosecution. . 

They held Chun and Roh, for- 
mer generals and military 
academy classmates, responsible 
for what they called the “mas- 
sacre of Kwangju," a city where 
about 200 people died by official 
count in a week-long civil upris- 
ing in 1980.

Deng urged

HONG KONG, Oct 23, (AP): 
Chinese newspapers have 
published letters from a 
reader urging China’s top 
leader Deng Xiaoping to start 
a quit-smoking campaign by 
giving up smoking himself, 
Hong Kong newspaper said. 
It was an unusual criticism of a 
Chinese leader in die domes- 
tic press, which normally does 
not print negative items about 
China's leadership, said the 
papers, quoting the Hong 
Kong China News Service, a 
pro- Beijing news agency. 

The letter from policeman Zhang

Zhang said in his letter that by 
smoking in public, Deng had 
encouraged thousands of 
Chinese not to give up the 
habit. 

He said he hoped Deng, a heavy 
smoker, would quit for his 
own health and for the Chin- 
ese people’s physical well- 
being. 


Afghan rebels offered 
peace talks in Makkah 


ISLAMABAD, Oct 23, 
(Reuter): Afghan President 
Najibullah on Saturday offered 
Western-backed Muslim 
guerrillas peace talks in the Saudi 
Arabian holy city of Makkah. 
official Kabul Radio said. 

The radio, monitored in 
Islamabad, said he made the 
offer in a speech to an inter- 
national conference on Islam 
attended by representatives of25 
countries, including the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 

The rebels have rejected 
previous offers for talks with 
Najibullah’s Soviet-backed 
government, which launched a 
policy of “national reconcilia- 
tion" in early 1987. 

They have also refused to join 
any coalition government and 
say they will continue to fight 
against Najibullah. 


In his speech, Najibullah said 
his government was ready to dis- 
cuss national reconciliation with 
the rebels at any venue of then- 
choice, the radio said. 

“If the Saudi government 
allows, such a meeting can take 
place in Makkah," the radio 
quoted him as saying. 

Makkah is the site of Islam’s 
holiest shrine, the Holy Kaaba, 
and Saudi Arabia is a major 
backer of the rebels. 

Withdrawal 

Najibullah said more than half 
of the Soviet troops in Afghanis- 
tan had withdrawn so far under 
the UN-mediated Geneva 
accords signed last April. 

But he repeated charges that 
the United States and Pakistan 
were violating the accords by hel- 
ping the rebels to continue the 1 0- 
y ear-old guerrilla war. Both 


countries have denied the allega- 
tions. 

Moscow, which intervened 
militarily in Afghanistan in 
December 1979 to help the 
Kabul government fight the 
mujahedeen, had more than 
100,000 troops there before the 
pullout began on May 1 5.1t must 
be completed by February 15 
next year. 

Both Moscow and Washing- 
ton are guarantors to the Geneva 
accords signed by Islamabad and 
Kabul. 

Najibullah also told the con- 
ference he was setting up a Minis- 
try of Islamic Affairs, the Soviet 
news agency Tass reported 
earlier from KabuL 

Diplomatic analysts in Mos- 
cow said the move was part of 
Kabul’s peace overtures to the 
rebels.

10 killed as

CAGAYAN DE ORO, Oct 23, 
(AP): Typhoon Ruby spawned 
heavy rains and flash floods 
today in the southern Philip- 
pines, killing at least 10 people 
and leaving about 20,000 others 
homeless, military authorities 
said. 

By the evening Ruby was 
estimated to be about 100 
kilometres east-southeast of the 
coastal town of Borongan on 
Samar Island, about 584 
kilometres southeast of Manila. 
Lhe Manila Weather Bureau said. 

Ruby, the 18th tropical 
cyclone to visit the country this 
year, was moving towards 
Borongan at 22 kph with peak 
winds of 120 kph said forecaster 
Pedro Deogradas. He said if the 
typhoon main tains its course, 
Roby would hit Borongan by 
Monday morning. 

Col. Triumfo Agustin, Philip- 
pine Constabulary regional com- 
mander, said Ruby caused flash 
floods in the six villages on the 
outskirts of this dty on Misamis 
Oriental province, about 800 
kilometres south of Manila. 
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4 Palestinians die 
in S. Lebanon clash 


HASBAYA, Oct 23, (AP): 
Israeli troops and allied 
militiamen of the South Leban- 
ese Army clashed with Palestin- 
ian commandos in the foothills 
of Mount Hermon today. Police 
said four commandos were 
killed. 

The battle broke out at firsL 
light/when a guerrilla squad was 
spotted trying to infiltrate from 
the western slopes of the moun- 
tains into Israel's self-designated 
security zone in south Lebanon, 
police said. 

“They fought with machine- 
guns and rocket-propelled gren- 
ades for five hours," said a police 
spokesman in Hasbaya, which 
overlooks the zone con trolled by 
Israeli troops and predomi- 
nantly Christian SLA militia- 
men. 

Attack 

Two Israeli helicopter gun- 
ships moved in during the last 
hour of the the battle, strafing the 
bush and olive groves around the 
battle area, said the spokesman. 

“The infiltrators belonged to 
thePopular Fionlfor the Libera- 
tion of Palestine. We don't know 
whether there were more than the 
four killed guerrilas involved in 


the infiltration attempt," the 
spokesman said. 

The PFLP. led by Geroge 
Ha bash, later issued a commu- 
nique in Hasbaya, claiming its 
guerrillas attacked a joint lsraeli- 
SLA position on the northern 
edge of the security zone at 
daybreak. 

“The opposition was demoli- 
shed by rocket-propelled gren- 
ades and at least 10 enemy 
elements were killed or wounded 
in the foray," the communique 
said. Police said they could not 
confirm any Israeli or SLA 
casualties. 

The communique said the 
PFLP raiders were then surroun- 
ded by Israeli and SLA reinfor- 
cements, “but they managed to 
fight their way out and rebase, 
except four who still are miss- 
ing.” 

The PFLP. based in Damas- 
cus, maintains several bases 
behind the Syrian Army lines in 
east Lebanon’s Bekaa Valley. 

The battle came two days after 
the Israeli Air Force blasted 
Palestinian and Shiite Muslim 
guerri Ha bases in south Lebanon, 
killing 21 -people and wounding 
34. 


1 ,000 fishermen rescued 


DHAKA Oct 23. (AP): More 
than 1,000 fishermen missing 
after a severe storm struck thd 
southern coast last week have 
been rescued, officials said 
today. 

The storm lashed the coastal 
dues along the Bay of Bengal 
with winds of 120 kilometres per 
hour and 5-metre waves early 
Wednesday. At least 35 people 
were killed and more than 1,000 
injured, authorities said. 

Newspapers and district 
officials estimated as many as 


1,500 fishermen were missing 
after the stonn. 

Mohammad Kamal, district 
oflirial at the sea resort of Cox’s 
Bazar, said today more than 
1,000 fishermen had been res- 
cued. He said he did not know 
how many were still missing, but 
said Navy boats continued to 
search the bay.

MOSCOW. Oct 23. (Reuter): 
Thirty thousand people were 
evacuated from a suburb of Kiev, 
capital of the Soviet Ukraine, 
after building workers dis- 
covered a 5 00- kg (1.100-pound) 
unexploded bomb, Moscow 
Radio reported today. 

The radio said the bomb could 
have exploded at any moment. 

“Due to the proximity of 
residential buildings, busy streets 
and other routes, 30.000 people 
had to be evacuated from the 
surrounding area," the radio 
said. 


North African 
ministers to 
plan union 

RABAT. Oct 23, (Reuter): 
Foreign ministers from the five 
North African states will meet in 
the central Moroccan dty of Fez 
nexL Thursday to map out 
strategy for setting up a union, an 
oflirial source said today. 

The meeting was originally 
scheduled for Monday but was 
postponed because it is a public 
holiday marking the birthday of 
the Holy Prophet Mohammed 
(PBUH). 

The fire states confirmed their 
participation when the ambas- 
sadors of Algeria. Libya. 
Mauritania and Tunisia were 
received by King Hassan on 
Saturday, the source said. 

The meeting will be the first 
session of the Maghreb political 
committee set up in June when all 
five heads of state met together 
for the first lime after attending 
an Arab summit in the Algerian 
capital. 

Proposals 

Since June, five sub-commit- 
tees have been drafting proposals 
for common policies in the econ- 
omic, social, financial, informa- 
tion and cultural sectors. 

The foreign ministers will 
review the work of the sub-com- 
mittee and draft recommenda- 
tions for consideration by 
another North African summit, 
officials said. 

Diplomats said they expected 
the Maghreb states to form an 
economic union or common 
market rather than a political 
union because of the disparities 
between political systems among 
the five. 
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Malaysia to 
close down 
refugee camp 

KUALA LUMPUR, Oct 23, 
(UP1): Deputy Prime Minister 
Ghafar Baba said today 
Malaysia will close down by the 
end of 1 989 a refugee camp which 
bouses an estimated 14,000 Viet- 
namese boat jpeople. 

“We are determined to close 
down the ^Vietnamese refugee 
camp at the island of Bidong by 
the end of next year. This being 
so, it is about time that the Viet- 
namese took the matter seriously 
and assumed their respon- 
sibility, " Ghafar said. 

He said a top-level delegation 
from Hanoi will visit Malaysia 
next month to discuss methods of 
persuading the refugees to. return 
to Vietnam. Hanoi recently 
announced it would welcome the 
refugees back and that no harm 
would come to them. 

“The Vietnamese authorities 
have stated that they are willing 
to take steps to check the emigra- 
tion of their people, ensure safety 
of the boat people who are 
repatriated ana attend meetings 
to resolve the problem, 1 ' Ghafar 
said. - 

Bidong, about 12 km ofT the 
east Malaysian state of Treng- 
ganu in the South China Sea, has 
been used as a Vietnamese 
refugee camp since 1975. 

Arrivals 

The refugees population has 
swollen to 14,000 and arrivals of 
Vietnamese boat people con- 
tinue at a rate of 500 to 1,000 
monthly. 

Speaking to reporters at the 
inauguration of a new United 
Malays National Organisation 
branch at the east Malaysian 
state of Trengganu, Ghafar said 
he -was “confident that the Viet- 
namese delegation will take the 
issue seriously.” 

“Vietnam has stated that it is 
willing to take steps to stop the 
migration of refugees, but they 
...have to coax them to leave the 
Malaysian camp." he said.

Kuwaiti ambassador urges US 
recognition of Palestinian rights 


HUNTINGTON, West Vir- 
ginia, Oct 23, (KUNA): 
Kuwait’s Ambassador to the 
United States Sheikh Saud Nasir 
A1 Sabah said here on Friday 
that unless the United States 
recognised the rights of the Pales- 
tinians to self-determination and 
to their own state, the Middle 
East peace process launched by 
the Reagan administration will 
remain at a standstill. 

“We believe in the peace 
process and want it to continue," 
the Kuwaiti ambassador said. 
“But it should be built on the 
basis that the rights of the Pales- 
tinians should be preserved — 
not merely in words and theories, 
but in practice — and their right 
to self-determination should 
bring about the establishment of 
a Palestinian state.* 


The Kuwaiti diplomat made 
this and other comments at a 
Middle East conference being 
held here by the Washington- 
based Arab American Affairs 
Council in collaboration with 
Marshall University ofWest Vir- 
ginia. 

Restraint 


Sheikh Saud publicly thank ed 
the United States for the positive 
role it has played in the region by 
guaranteeing freedom of naviga- 
tion in the in terna tional waters of 
the Gu If and for the part it played 
in briagmgabouttheadoptionof 
United Nations Security Council 
Resolution 598. 

Sheikh Saud told the large 
group of Middle East experts, 
“We know the area is (still) very

Man sentenced 
to seven years 
for drug smuggling 


KUWAIT’S Criminal Court 
sentenced a man to seven years in 
jail with hard labour and a fine of 
KD7.000 for trying to smuggle 
narcotics into the country.

A YOUTH from Dubai has 
invented a wall clock which 
operates as a warning device to 
protect offices, banks and houses 
from thefts. 

The inventor, Ahmed 
Abdullah Mohammed, said that 
the device has an ordinary dock 
shape with the date, radio with 
AM and FM bands and a timer 
used for messages. 

The device can be controlled 
from 1 5 metres to operate as a 
video camera which is triggered 
by any motion. The camera has 
the ability to take a picture every 
5 seconds and scan the surround- 
ing area. 


region is bleak. “We cannot see 
any possibility of a peace proass 
going forward without involving 
the legitimate people who should 
be negotiating — the Palestin- 
ians — and allowing them to 
determine their fate." 

Referring to the call by the 
United States for direct negotia- 
tions, Sheikh Saud said, “Direct 
negotiations is an acceptable 
process, but with whom and by 
whom?" 

The attempt by many parties 
to put the burden on Arab 
leaders to come and negotiate is 
not acceptable, he said. 

Uprising 

Sheikh Saud continued, “If 
you want direct negotiations, 
then invite the party directly con- 
cerned — the Palestinians. Do 
not invite third parties, which 
cannot deliver.” 

The Kuwaiti ambassador 
lauded the Palestinian uprising 
going on for the last months and 
noted that the young Palestin- 
ians leading the uprising are 
“compelled by the occupying 
power to express their feelings 
and frustrations — not by lethal 
weapons, but by stones. They are 
the young people who have opted 
to take over their own destiny in 
their own hands." 

Sheikh Saud said regional con- 
flicts, and especially the Arab- 
Israeli conflict, should not be 
guided or dependent on elections 
in one country or the other. 

“Solution of regional conflicts 
should be based on principles of 
justice, equity, and universal 
principles of h uman rights," he 
said. 

Meanwhile, a US senior state 
department official at the con- 
ference Saturday rejected claims 
in the United States and in the 
Middle East that little progress 
has been made toward peace dur- 
ing the eight years of the Reagan 
administration. 


Edward Walker, deputy assis- 
tant secretary of state for the 
Near East, told the American 
Arab Affairs council conference, 
“some of the markers of progress 
are distinct — troops withdrawn, 
negotiations under way, one- 


time enemies mating face-to- 
face. 

“But others are not visible, 
thoughjust as important — bur- 
densome policies lifted, illusions 
stripped away, a common hun- 
ger for peace recognised, and a 
general change in attitudes." 

Discussing the Lran-Iraq war 
and the current peace negotia- 
tions, Walker said: “The 
ceasefire and the momentum of 
negotiations between Iran and 
Iraq must be preserved. Our 
naval presence in theGulfhelped 
bring the parties to the negotiat- 
ing table. Our will to see it 
through and our financial and 
moral support of the UN peacek- 
eeping group and the secretary- 
general can help to ensure that 
negotiations do not falter." 

Reform 

Commenting on Lebanon, the 
State Department official 
reiterated earlier American 
statements that the United States 
“will not dictate the terms of that 
country's political reform or the 
personality of its leadership." 

He emphasised the American 
belief that the opportunity still 
exists for the Lebanese people to 
choose a president and begin 
reform. 

“Consensus among Leban- 
on's factions must be achieved 
before the opportunity for recon- 
ciliation and the preservations of 
Lebanon's integrity is lost," 
Walker asserted. 

Discussiog the Palestinian 
intifada, the official commented, 
“The intifada illustrates that the 
status quo is untenable — the 
human and economic costs to 
Israelis and Palestinians are too 
high. Both sides must work 
towards an environment of 
moderation that allows for a 
political settlement." 

“The PLO faces an unprece- 
dented political challenge, it has 
shown it can oppose the condi- 
tions faced by the people it would 
lead". Walker said. “But can it 
provide for their needs?” 

Walker called on Israel “to 
summon the courage for a bold 
step beyond the status quo in the 
territories: To respond to expres- 
sions of Palestinian grievances. 


Industrial projects 
feasible in Gulf 
region, says IMF 


THE adviser to the chairman of 
the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) Dr Saeed Al 
Nabilsi, was quoted as saying the 
Gulf Co-operation Council 
countries Can accommodate any 
major industrial project 

This capability stems from the 
member states’ financial resour- 
ces. existence of adequate 
energy, capacity to import the 
required technology and 
adequate Arab manpower, the 
official added.

There is a strong emphasis on research to determine the needs of 
family planning services. The association's qualified personnel 
cany out surveys and interview sessions to assess need and the 
results of services rendered. 

But research Is not confined to the association. Any individual or 
source is welcome to contribute ideas and issues.

Plastics plant to be built

THE neatly packaged fihn- 
wi thiri -a-film hits forcefully at 
the underlying passions in 
Akarsbao (Attraction), shatter- 
ing a myth or strengthening it 
Tanvir Ahmed's telefilm is an 
interesting, at times, self- 
deprecating look at glamour, 
glitter and sleaze that is com- 
monly identified with cinema, 
and film stars. 

A clever mixture of fact and 
fiction, dreams and reality and 
the undercurrents that make or 
break relationships provide an 
innovative backdrop for Akar- 
shan’s theme. Tanvir hits hard 
at film journalists, and their 
method of operation, explod- 
ing myths, reinforcing others 
— but forever pointing out — 
once too often — that a star is 
not a prod uct for display. He or 
she is capable of emotions, 
deserving sympathy — and a 
degree of respect. 

Akarshan's hero, Abishek's 
poignant appeal touches the 
heart through the story of the 
tenuous man-woman relation- 
ship. Often, his plight is heart- 
breaking. The actor in him sur- 
faces only to be confused by the 
man within him, tearing him 
away from the real and plung- 
ing him into the unreal. 

Emotions 

“Film stars make and break 
ties; their emotions ' are skin 
deep; forget Priya — she is an 
actress,” says Did! (played by 
Rohini Hattangady).

Akbar Khan tends to overact

doesn't spoil the overall effect 
of his performance. Sonu 
Walia, a model turned actress, ' 
does justice to Priya’s role. 
Rohini Hattangady as Didi 
symbolises the clawing family, 
hell-bent on saving the actor 
from what she believes is total 
disaster. 

The film makes interesting 
viewing because it’ differs in 
content and presentation due 
to Tanvir’s often slick, percep- 
tive direction despite the direc- 
tor’s needless indulgence in 
self-pity, focussed through 
Abhishek and Priya’s plight.

Proposal to turn Saudi 
company into Islamic firm 


KING Fahd Bin Abdul Aziz, the custodian of the two 
holy mosques recently announced the establishment of 
Taibah Company for real estate investment. 

The company is a Saudi investment company engaged 
in construction activities in Makkah and Madina. 

The idea is a truly excellent one for several reasons, 
including the investment point of view and the organi- 
sational manner in which it is intended to be run. The 
latter aspect will streamline day-to-day operations by 
avoiding red-tape and bureaucracy. 

Studies on King Fahd’s idea of establishing the com- 
pany stress that it will achieve good profits and will 
greatly benefit the holy lands. 

One important factor remains and we would like to 
bring this to the attention of King Fahd. Why not 
transform this company into an Islamic company in 
which private funds from all Islamic countries could be 
used — particularly since there are huge “Waqf' funds in 
the Islamic world waiting for an opportunity to be 
invested. 

Moreover, Saudi Arabia has rendered great service to 
the holy lands. The enhanced concentration of Saudi 
services to the holy sites in the past few years, when King 
Fahd himself was following the various development 
projects both in Makkah and Madina, are evident. 

During the next 10 years, hundreds of thousands of 
Muslims are expected to visit the holy places in Makkah 
and Madina. Out of the one billion Muslims in the world, 
millions are expected to visit the holy shrines for their 
Dilerimaee.

Murphy's latest gambit was a 
shuttle to Lebanon in September 
to try and work out a list of 
presidential candidates accepta- 
ble to Syria — which controls 


. ‘'Murphy couldn’t get Syria to 
budge” from its support of Mik- 
hail Daher, whom the main Chr- 
istian group rejected, said an 
official who accompanied Mur- 
phy to Damascus. He spoke on 
condition he not be named. 

US officials now concede their 
initial support of Daher ^as 
wrong because it antagonised 
Lebanon's Christians and in 
effect prevented elections from 
being held. 

Instead, tiny Lebanon has two 
governments — one led by 
Maronite Christian Gen. Michel 
Aoun and the other by Muslim 
acting Prime Minister Salim A1 
Hoss. 

Aoun’s appointment on Sept 
22, in the last minutes of the 
presidency of Amin Gemayel, 
deepened a political schism that 


threatens to formalize the unof- 
ficial Christian-Muslim parti- 
tion created by the 1975dvil war. 

Because of the fragmentation, 
US offi cials are now dealing with 
all sides. “There isn’t a leader in 
Lebanon we're not dealing 
with," Murphy said in congres- 
sional testimony. 


Problems 


But that course is also fraught 
with problems. Both Christians 
and Muslims last week accused 
US Ambassador John McCar- 
thy of interfering in Lebanon's 
affairs, although both sides had 
earlier urged US involvement to 
help resolve the crisis. 

The Reagan administration 
first became enmeshed in 
Lebanon in 1982, when the 
United States sent in the Marines 
to oversee the pullout of Pales- 
tinian commandos and invading 
Israeli troops from Beirut. A 
suicide car bomber put an end to 
the Marine presence later that 
year, killing 241 Americans. 


But Secretary of State George 
Shultz • was determined. He 
orchestrated negotiations bet- 
ween Israel and Lebanon for a 
peace agreement in 1983, only to 
have the rug pulled from under 
him by Gemayel" s abdication of 
the agreement soon after it was 
signed. 

“Shultz was disgusted and for 
a long time he refused to touch 
Lebanon," said Yafaya Sadow- 
ski, a scholar of Lebanon at the 
Brookings Institution, an 
independent think tank. 
Hands-off 

The hands-off policy 
remained in place until late last 
year, when Murphy sought per- 
mission to try again. This urae, 
the United States wanted to serve 
as postman between Syrian 
President Hafez AJ Assad and 
Gemayel, who weren't talking to 
each other.

The next Washington admin- 
istration inherits a sticky mess in 
Lebanon.

WASHINGTON, (Reuter): 
Lenora Fulani doesn’t expect to 
be elected president of the Uni ted 
States on No.v 8, but she's stand- 


ing anyway. 

So are 322 other people, not 
counting Republican George 
Bush and Democrat Michael 
Dukakis. The candidates range 
from the serious contestants 
presenting themselves as an 
alternative to the Democrats and 
Republicans, to the political 
fringe, to the downright wacky. 

The Socialist Workers Party 
has a candidate. So does the 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Voters, based in 
Chapel Hill, North Carolina. 

AI Hamburg of HeU, Wyom- 
ing, whoonceputhis dog Woofer 
D. Coyote on the presidential 
ballot, is also standing this year, 
but he could not be reached for 
comment. 

Strongest 

The strongest alternative can- 
didacies in recent American his- 
tory were John Anderson, who 
'got 5.7 milEon votes in" the 1980 
race against Ronald Reagan and 


psychologist from New York 
who represents the New Alliance 
Parly, is the only alternative can- 
didate to have made it onto the 
ballot in all states. 

She argues for arms spending 
cuts, more welfare spending and 
the rights of minorities, the poor 
and homosexuals. 

“Across this country the peo- 
ple cry out for a decent life,” she 
said in a campaign speech. “Job 
training, job opportunities, farm 
subsidies, decent welfare 
payments.

Leadership change

appear to be urging the 
politicians to stop squabbling 
and get down to modernising the 
country. 

Compelled to cut back on men 
and equipment, they are speak- 
ing out in- favour of a deal with 
the opposition to hoist Poland 
out of stagnation. 

It is a remarkable turnaround 
for an Army that seven years ago 
imposed martial law, sent tanks 
into the streets to crush the 
Solidarity Free Trade Union and 
rounded up 10.000 opponents of 
the government 

Poland’s 400,000-strong 
armed forces, the second biggest 
in the Warsaw Pact have had a 
powerful voice in national affairs - 
since General Wojciech Jaruzel- 
ski seized power in 1981 and put 
trusted generals in state, govern- 
ment and Communist Party 
posts. 

Collapse 

The military takeover was foll- 
owed by massive economic 
collapse in Poland in the follow-' 
ing year. Painfully slow recovery 
since then, and recent labour 
unrest prompted the communist 
authorities to offer a far-reach- 
ing pact with the opposition last 
month. 

“We have ... all the conditions 
for national reconciliation," 
Defence Minister 'General 
Florian Siwicki, one of several 
generals still in key posts, told 
comrades-in-arms at an Army 
Day reception this month. 

“We consider support for a 
pro-reform coalition our duty as 
citizens."

BONN. (Reuter): Never a man 
to take chances when com- 
promise will do. West German 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl spent 
his first six years in office trying 
to defuse tension between his two 
warring coalition partners. 

The death of Bavarian Premier 
Franz Josef Strauss, powerful 
leader of the Christian Social 
Union (CSU) — sister party of 
Kohl's Christian Democrats 
(CDU) — appeared to give Kohl 
a chance to finally come off the 
political tightrope. 

But politicians and analysts 
say his task remains as hard as 
ever, with a new, younger CSU 
chief, Theo Waigel, keen Lo make 
a mark, and the experienced 
Count Otto LambsdoriT taking 
over the helm of CDU's other 
coalition partner, the Liberal 
Free Democrats iFDP). 


Despite leaving the cabinet in 
1 969, he continued to wield huge 
influence in Bonn and always 
commanded respect. Kohl often 
had to travel cap-in-hand in 
Strauss' office in Munich lo seek 
his agreement on important 
issues. 

But Kohl also had to balance 
the needs of the CSU with those 
of the Free Democrats, who have 
had a role in government for 
much of West Germany's 39- 
year history. 


. The Liberals abandoned their 
long-time allies, the Social 
Democrats, in 1982, joining for- 
ces with Kohl's CDU.

Problem 

Strauss death on Oct 3 
removed an outspoken critic of 
the chancellor. But it also 
deprived the union of the CDU 
and the CSU of an important 

vote-catcher. 

“Kohl's main problem is now 
going to be keeping disgruntied 
conservative voters in the fold. 
Many voted for the union 
because of Strauss,” said Mein- 
hard Miegel, head of a Bonn 
think-tank, the Institute for 
Economic and Social Policy. 

'People saw in Strauss a man 
of staLure. of vision. Now ihey 
see how colourless West German 
politics is, how boring its leaders 
are,” Miegel said, noting that in 
recent elections an increasing 
number of conservative voters 
stayed at home. 

Defections from the CSU, 
which operates only in Bavaria, 
may have a crucial influence on 
the next general election, due by 
1991. The CDU depends partly 
on it to stay in power. 

Strauss was an uncompromis- 
ing proponent of conservative 
polities, earning him an almost 
king-like status in Bavaria and 
many enemies elsewhere. 


criticised within his party for not 
putting enough pressure on 
Kohl.

Both LambsdorfT, 61, and 
Waigel, 49, have said they do not 
want ministerial posts, prefer- 
ring to lobby their party’s view in 
back-room meetings.

Waigel must assert his auth- 
ority soon if the CSU is to keep its 
share of the vote in Bavaria and 
its powerful Bonn lobby. 

The CSU has ruled Bavaria 
with an absolute majority for 
more than 20 years. But it has lost 
voles over the past few years and 
in the post-Strauss era could fall 
under 50 percent in forthcoming 
state and general elections.

Former Senator Eugene 
McCarthy, a hero of. the anti- 
Vietnam war movement who 
made a strong bid for the 
Democratic nomination in 1968, 
is running again this year as the 
candidate for the Consumer 
Party, but only in a handful 
states. 

Then there is the Liberation 
Party which, with a platform of 
extreme economic conservatism 
and social liberalism, claims to be 
the third-Iargest US party after 
winning nearly one million voles 
of more than 87 million cast in 
1980.

Its candidate Ron Paul, a for- 
~Tner Republican Congressman, is 
on the ballot in 47 states. He 
hopes to capture up to” two 
million votes this year by urging 
reduced government control 
over business and the complete 
discriminahsation of drugs. 

“We believe that a person has

Compress 
injury by surrounding the mus- 
cle with a thick layer or cotton 
wool and securing it with a firm 
bandage to counteract swell- 
ing. Keep the injured limb res- 
ted and elevated. 

Minor burns: 

Place burned area under 
slowly running cold water or 
immerse in cold water for at 
least 10 minutes. Gently loosen 
any constricting clothes or 
jewellery before swelling starts. 
Dress with clean. non-fluiTy 
material. 

Clothing on fire: 

Lie casualty down with bur- 
ing side up and douse in water 
or wrap Lightly in coat, or heavy 
fabric. DO NOT roll him along 
ground as this pan bum unhar- 


med areas. 

Nosebleeds: 

Sit casualty down with his 
head well forward. Loosen 
tight clothing around neck and 
chest Advise him to breathe 
through his mouth and pinch 
the soft, lower part of his nose. 
Forbid speech, swallowing, 
coughing, spitting or sniffing. 
Allow casualty to dribble. 
Release pressure after 10 min- 
utes. If bleeding persists or 
recurs after 30 minutes, seek 
medical help. 

Electrical bums: 

Make sure supply is discon- 
nected before touching patient 
Place a clean dressed over bum. 
Secure with bandage. DO NOT 
break blisters, remove loose 
skin or apply lotion, ointment 
or fat to injury. 

Heatstroke 

Move patient to cool 
environment Place in half-sit- 
ting position, supporting head 
and shoulders. Wrap patient in 
cold, wet sheet and keep it wet. 
Fan him until bis temperature 
drops to 101 degrees Fahren- 
heit. 

Hypothermia: 

Place casualty in warm bath, 
or bed with a covered hoi-water 
bottle over her breastbone or in 
her left armpiL DO NOT place 
hot water bottles at extremities 
as this increases blood flow 
through limbs and may result in 
dangerous fall in ‘core tem- 
perature'. Give hot drinks and 
high energy food. 

Poisoning: 

Quickly ask the casualty what 
has happened, remembering . 
they may lose consciousness at 
any time. Do not attempt to 
induce vomiting. If lip; show 
signs of burning, cool by giving 
water or milk to sip slowly.

TOKYO. (AP): Cancer claim- 
ed almost 200.000 Japanese 
lives last year. Many died with- 
out knowing they had the dis- 
ease. 

Their doctors had not told 
them the truth. 

Traditionally, Japanese doc- 
tors have reasoned broadly that 
many cancer patients will go 
into depression if told they have 
the disease. Terminally ill 
patients, many doctors feel, will 
die happier if they don't know. 

But in recent years, Japanese 
have become better-educated 
and want to know more about 
what ails them. They are more 
willing to question the auth- 
ority of the prestigious medical 
profession. And many doctors 
are thinking about changing 
their approach to cancer 
patients. 

”1 -guess about 90 per cent of 
the doctors still don't tell 
(patients) directly,’’ Toshio 
Takahashj. professor of sur- 
gery aL Kyoto Prefectural 
University of medicine, said in 
a recent interview. 

In an indication of changing 
attitudes. Japan's Medical 
Association recently decided to 
investigate medicai, moral and 
legal aspects of medical treat- 
ment, appointing 10 prominent 
people from various profes- 


sions to talk about “explana- 
tion and consent.” 

The panel includes novelist 
Ayako Sono; the president of 
Nikkeiren. the Japan Federa- 
tion of Employers Association, 
Eiji Suzuki; philosopher Y ujiro 
Nakamura, and several profes- 
sors of medicine. 

Cancer has been Japan’s No. 

I killer disease since 1980. with 
stomach cancer topping the 
lisL According to population 
statistics released on Aug 29 by 
the Health and Welfare Minis- 
try, cancer caused 26.6 per cent 
of the total number of deaths 
last year in this nation of nearly 
121 million people. 

Jinro Itami, canoer specialist - 
at Shibata Hospital in 
Okayama in southern Japan, is 
one of the physicians in favour 
of more directness. 


To him, the real issue is how 
to reduce the fear of death and 
increase figh ling spirit to defeat 
the disease. 

Itami founded a programme 
called meaningful life therapy 
four years ago to support can- 
cer patients physically and psy- 
chologically. Last summer, 
seven of his patients attempted 
a morale-building climb of 
Mount Blanc in Switzerland, 
with three of them reaching the 
summit. 


“The earlier patients know 
about their condition, the bel- 
ter off they are,” Itami said, 
adding that withholding infor- 
mation often gives patients 
unnecessary fear and sorrow 
and delays a chance of 
recovery. 

But even Itami seldom ielis 
his patients straight out that 
they have cancer. Unless 
patients are ready for the worst, 
informing them directly will 
only cause depression, be said. 

Instead, he guides them to 
have a voluntary desire to know 
about their illness and its treat- 
ment, which permtis him to 
break the news more 
diplomatically. 

Agree 

He said positive aspects of 
informing patients of their dis- 
ease had been seldom discussed 
in Japan. “It is very important 
for patients to know about their 
‘ own lives and their condition," 
he added. 

The public seems to agree, 
though not overwhelmingly. 

• About 60 per cent want doctors 
to tell them even if there is no 
hope of recovery, according to 
a poll of 5,608 adults a year ago 
by the Mainichi Shimbun, a 
Japanese national daily. If the 
Hiwflgft is likely to be cured, 78 
per cent want to know. 

But a separate poll of 500

doctors showed 76 per cent 
would not tell the patient if the 
condition is hopeless. 

That attitude is condemned 
by some cancer patients. 

“It should be we patients, not 
doctors, that decide how to live 
the days left in front of us,” said 
Haruyo.Inouye, a 37-year-old 
freelance writer who had a 
breast cancer operation in 
April. “Doctors should tell us, 
so that we don’t have to waste 
time being scared because of 
ignorance.” 

But Takahasbi said he sel- 
dom experienced positive 
results from directly telling ter- 
minally ill patients the truth. 

“1 remember some patient 
became hopeless and just quit 
eating, some even committed 
suicide,” he said. “For me as a 
surgeon, it’s a pain to inform 
pauents and make them realise 
how bad they are when the con- 
dition is hopeless.” 

Pediatrician Toshiro Mu- 
rase, an executive members of 
the Japan Medical Associa- 
tion's board of trustees, said it's 
important to respect the 
patient's right to know, but sat- 
isfying that right is sometimes a 
different story. 

“Some patients might be able 
to end their lives happier with- 
out knowing everything,” he 
said.

ANSWER: Wilm's :omour is the single 
most common cancer of the kidney in chil- 
dren. There are no special symptoms to alert

quantity of blood is so little as to go 
unnoticed. 

The disease can cause any one oral! of the 
common symptoms of cancer weight loss, 
anemia, fatigue or low-grade fever. It takes a 
good physical examination to put the doctor 
on the right tract, but usually a battery of 
special X-ray tests will be necessary before 
the diagnosis is made. 

But there is some really good news for 
you. Treatment, which may combine radia- 
tion therapy with anti-cancer drugs, can 
achieve a long-term,, disease-free status (the 1 
equivalent of a cure) i n more than eight of 1 0 
young patients, and there are also newly 
developed surgical procedures that may 
now be used in children and infants that 
increase the chances of success. While side 
effects from these treatments can be expec- 
ted, the successful outcome makes it worth- 
while.

together. Place clean dressing 
over wound, making sure it 
extends beyond edges. Secure 
firmly with bandage, tying it 
firmly enough to control bleed- 
ing but not so light as to impede 
circulation. Keep injured pan 
elevated and immobile. 
Choking: 

Remove debris and/or false 
teeth from mouth. Encourage 
casualty to cough. Bend him 
over with his head lower than 
his lungs. Slap him smanly bet- 
ween shoulder blades with heel 
of your hand. 

Foreign bodies in the ear 
Do not attempt to get it ouU 
you could perforate the ear 
drum. If it is an insect, place 
towel over casualty's shoulder 
and gently flood ear with tepid 
water.

Advise casualty not to rub 
eye. Sit him down in chair fac- 
ing light and leaning back.

(DaD): The 
first words in the latest report 
from the German Leprosy 
Relief Organisation arc: 
leprosy is definitely curable. 

The Organisation hopes that 
with the introduction and use 
of new combination drugs it 
will be possible to have the dis- 
ease under control worldwide 
by the year 2000. 

But until then there is a great 
deal of work to be done since 
there are between eight and ten 
million people who are still not 
being given treatment. 

Drugs previously available 
could halt leprosy but they 
could not cure it. For this 
reason the German Leprosy 
Relief Organisation has, since it 
was founded 30 years ago. con- 
centrated not only on therapy 
but also on research.

They said the gover nm ent 
would invite tenders for the 
design of a modern distillation 
plant at the 250,000- barrds-per- 
day refinery early in November. 

Construction 

Tenders for its construction 
should be submitted in June J 989 
and the work is expected to be 
completed 20 months later, the 
sources said. 


This first stage in the modern- 
isation of the refinery is expected 
to cost $ 140 m3fion.~ 

The refinery is owned 60 per 
cent by Bahrain and 40 per cent 
by the US oil compa n y Galtex. 

US engineering giant Bechtel 
is hoping to win the contract. 

Bechtel representatives visit- 
ing the island plan lo present a 
complete feasabifity study to the 
Bahrain government Ibis week, 
the sources said.

Takeover boom rejuvenates Wall Street 


NEW YORK, Oct 23, (Reuter): 
Wafi Street, refreshed by its big- 
gest one-week wave of takeovers 
ever, is taking a more buoyant 

view of its future because of the 
vote of confidence that the cor- 
porate buying spree represents . 

The optimism stems from two 
huge deals last week. 

One was a proposed S17 
billion buyout of food and 
tobacco group RJR Nabisco Inc. 
by m ana g ers of the company. 
The other was cigarette king 
Philip Morris's offer to buy 
Kraft Inc., the foods company, 
for SI 1 fefllion. 

In both cases, huge premiums 
over stock market value were 
proposed to buy out the compan- 
ies. 


But white toe takeover craze 
may spur stocks to higher levels, 
analysts say it is not fikeJy to have 
the same prolonged impact that 
the last big merger wave in 1985 
had in spurring a “buH” market 
to the all-time highs that 
preceded the “Black Monday" 

crash a year ago. 


That wave included blockbu- 
ster buyouts of Nabisco Brands 
Inc. and General Foods Coxp, 
RJR. Macy, and RCA Corp. It 
began an unprecedented period 
of mergers capped by the record 
1986 year, when $206 billion 
worth of deals took place. 

Mezgere this year have run 
ahead of last year's pace, owing 


to cheap post-crash stock prices 
and huge pods of buyout funds. 
But until last week, they were 
running behind the 1986 record. 

That could change if the lag 
deals of last week inspire 
copycats. And stocks in general 
could be lifted higher. 

For now. there are few who do 
not expect the stock market to 
addat least another 100 points to 
the -Dow Jones industrial 
average, which rose 50 points last 
week and dosed at a post-crash 
high of 2,1 82.79 on Friday. 

But some analysts say the rally 
will be short. 

Strategist Steve Eanbom of 
Goldman, Sachs and Co- looks 
for“slow erosion in share prices" 
after the current wave subsides. 


“Higher interest rates, a some- 
what lower dollar and less co- 
operation between the US and its 
trading partners after the 
(November 8 presidential) elec- 
tion will counteract the frenetic 
merger and buyout activity the 
market is currently enjoying.” 

Highs 

Chief investment officer Ste- 
phen Poling of Minnesota-based 
Amcv Advisers, hasa rosier scen- 
ario. He said: “The takeover 
phenomenon will continue for a 
w hile and history would indicate 
that it brings the rest of the 
market along with iL" 

People who described posl- 
crash highs earlier this year as a 
“rally in a bear market” are now 


on the defensive. 

“People are looking at com- 
panies in a different light. 
They’re no longer just looking at 
earnings, they're looking at 
assets,” said Larry Wachld of 
Prudential Bacbe Securities. 

Because of the merger wave, 
traders are examining a broad 
range of stocks seeking unrecog- 
nised value. But analysis say 
mergers of the past few years 
have eliminated some prospects. 

They also said the firms 
involved in mergers this week 
may be in unique circumstances, 
noting that the bids affected 
tobacco and food companies. If 
merger mania spread to non- 
food companies, it might be 
viewed as more meaningful.

Iran proposes new formula 
to end OPEC quota deadlock 


MADRID. Oct 23. (Reuter): 
I ran prod uced a su rprise Formula 
at the weekend to end a dispute 
with Iraq over oil output quotas 
which may help reunite a divided 
OPEC, leading to a new organ- 
isation accord to curb excess 
production and raise petroleum 
prices. 

Algerian Oil Minister Belk- 
acem Nabi today hailed a new 
spirit of compromise which he 
said was shown by Iran and Iraq 
in three days of talks among min- 
isters of eight of the 13 members 
of the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries. 

“They talked face to face. That 
is the principal result of the 
Madrid meeting,'' he said. 

The organisation hold further 
meetings in November to try to 
set new output quotas to erase 
the present glut, with differences 
between erstwhile Gulf war Toes 
Iran and Iraq seen by most 
analysts as the chief source oF 
disarray. 

Progress 

Petroleum prices may fall from 
already-depressed levels if a 
sceptical market decides that not 
enough progress was made in the 
preliminary Madrid talks. 

“Traders will be impatient,” 
said Mehdi Varzi. analyst at 
brokers Kleinwort Benson 


Securities in London. “I suspect 
the oil price may go down, but if 
you sit back and think, there is 
definitely a narrowing of posi- 
tions between Iran and Iraq.” 

Iran's Minister. Gholamreza 
Aqazadeh, told reporters he had 
proposed to the joint session here 
of OPEC’s pricing and strategy 
committees that Iran and Iraq 
each be given the same ceiling on 
their oil exports. 

Compromise 

That appeared to be a com- 
promise to end a iwo-year-old 
dispute between them. 

Iraq, boosted by victories 
before last August's Gulf 
ceasefire, has demanded that 
OPEC allow it to produce as 
much oil as Iran, historically a 
bigger producer. 

Iran's refusal to agree to this 
prompted Iraq to boycott OPEC 
output-sharing agreements 
altogether. 

With Iraq flouting the rules, 
others felt few inhibitions about 
producing more than tbeir 
quotas, resulting in a glut on the 
market which threatens a crash 
like one in 1 986 when prices plun- 
ged below S10 per barrel. 

They are now around $ 1 3, still 
way below an OPEC target of 1 8. 

Aqazadeh's proposal breaks 
new ground by suggesting parity 


for exports only, excluding 
production for domestic con- 
sumption. 

“The proposal put on the table 
by us was ... to exclude domestic 
consumption from the quota,” 
he said. 

The ministers from Algeria, 
Indonesia, Kuwait, Nigeria, 
Saudi Arabia, Venezuela as well 
as Iran and Iraq, now have just 
under four weeks for behind-the- 
scenes negotiations before 
another joint committee session 
in Vienna on November 17. 

Deal 

They hope to come up with the 
basis of a deal to put to a full 
conference of all 13 OPEC 
nations due four days later. 

The stage seems set to shift to 
the Middle East, chiefly to 
Tehran, Bahdad and Riyadh, 
with analysts not sure that Iran's 
proposal will be acceptable to 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein. 

The scheme attempts to side- 
step the so-called “parity issue” 
by agreeing equal export quotas, 
but adopting different limits for 
domestic consumption. 

But there is still plenty of scope 
for disagreement since Iran's 
economy uses a huge one million 
barrels of oil a day, while Iraq's 
domestic consumption is nearer 
300.000. 


Other commodity agreements, 
on coffee and cocoa, for instance, 
limit exports rather than total 
production. OPEC accords have 
dealt only with production. 

Oil markets will now watch 
closely attitudes at Gulf war 
peace talks due to resume on 
October 31. 

Prices seesawed during the 
Madrid talks, with the New York 
market slipping on Friday as 
traders sola on the apparent lack 
of breakthrough. Middle East 
crude is now about $6 below 
OPEC’s S18-a-barrel reference 
level. 

OPEC secretary-general 
Subroto of Indonesia said he has 
detected “concrete and impor- 
tant progress” at the Madrid 
talks. 

And Saudi Arabia appears, 
temporarily at least, to have lif- 
ted a threat that it would flood 
the market if OPEC did not 
reconcile differences — all 
producers pledged not to step up 
volume in the run-up to the next 
meetings, effectively capping 
OPEC output at about 21 million 
barrels a day. 

But that is still well above 
Subroto’s estimate of demand 
for organisation oil of 18.9 
million in the final quarter of 
1988. 


Despite chaos ‘economy still operates’ 

Yugoslavia’s crisis worries bankers 


LONDON, Oct 23, (Reuter): 
Yugoslavia's debts worth 
around S20 billion mean the tur- 
moil there worries Western ban- 
kers but no alarm bells are ring- 
ing yet and some even think that 
political change may Force the 
pace of desired economic reform. 

"We view the situation pes- 
simistically but without panic," 
said a West German banker just 
back from Yugoslavia where 
unpopular economic austerity 
measures and 200 per cent infla- 
tion coincide with renewed ten- 
sion between the nationalities 
which comprise the Balkan com- 
munist country. 

Other bankers who were 
polled by Reuters for an assess- 
ment of how creditors see the 
situation sounded more upbeat. 
Positive 

“Yugoslavia may be going 
through some tough times now. 
But if it becomes more market- 
oriented then that is very positive 
for the banks,” said Fulvio 
Dobrich of manufacturers Han- 
nover Corp in the United States. 

Dobrich. who chairs an adv- 
isory committee of Y ugoslavia's 
bank creditors, said that signs so 
far pointed to changes that 
would make the economy more 
responsive to market forces. 

US banks hold about cne- 
third or total short and medium 
term Yugoslav bank debt worth 
S7 billion. Banks in West Ger- 


many and Italy are otherwise 
most heavily exposed. 

Yugoslavia also owes money 
to the International Monetary 
Fund, which insists on economic 
reform, and to Western govern- 
ments and the Soviet bloc. 

Dobrich said it was ironic that 
it had been hit by internal unrest 
just as its external account was 
improving. “Exports have risen 
1 7 per cent." he said. 

Exports 

A British banker also noted 
that Yugoslav exports in the first 
half of 1 988 were at a record. “In 
spite of the economic chaos, the 
economy still operates.” he said. 

Yugoslavia won rescheduling 
on $6 billion of bank and $950 
million of government debt this 
summer, plus 300 million new 
money from the banks. It also 
got a one-year standby IMF 
credit of $430 million and a 
World Bank loan of more than 
300 million to help it repay its 
debts. 

“The package provides them 
with a large degree of relief,” said 
the British banker. "There a re no 
repayment requirements for six 
years of the rescheduled debt.” 

Key questions now are 
whether it will need more help 
soon and whether banks, govern- 
ments and the IMF would res- 
pond. Bankers appear to feel Lhat 
coherent political leadership and 


the will to persist with economic 
reform are crucial. 

Dobrich said that if current 
reforms were kept in place, the 
new package should suffice for 
1 989 and immediately beyond. 

“There will definitely not be a 
need for bank money next year,” 
he said. 

But British bankers said that, 
if the market lost confidence in 
Y ugoslav leaders' ability to solve 
current difficulties, the country 
could experience a liquidity crisis 
as $3 billion of its debt is in short- 
term credit lines. 

An official at a major Frank- 
furt bank said the banking com- 
munity was supporting 
Yugoslavia but uncertainty 
would make further reschedul- 
ing more difficult. 

Another said: "Yugoslavia’s 
economic problems will increase 
tremendously if the political dif- 
ficulties are not solved.” 

An official at one leadiag 
French bank saw no pressing 
need for new loans. 

But another said Yugoslavia 
seemed close to default last sum- 
mer with no warning, “so one 
never knows with them.” 

There was no apparent alarm 
signal now, but the IMF econ- 
omic programme was not accep- 
ted by the population and there 
was serious disorder. It was 
probable new loans would be 
needed. 


A senior Austrian banker said 
Yugoslavia was bound to seek 
further help sooner or later from 
the IMF or banks regardless of 
the nationalities problem. 
“There’s no way they can make 
ends meet without help ...” he 
said. 

Theory 

The IMF could in theory stop 
helping Yugoslavia because it 
had failed to meet targets laid 
down by the fund, such as infla- 
tion reduced to 95 per cent But 
Western governments would not 
want to see Yugoslavia slide into 
total chaos. 

“Personally. I’m more worried 
about the political implications 
than about a few debts getting 
paid back," the Austrian banker 
said. “We’re talking about a 
country that could go galloping 
into a civil war." 

Hermine Vidovic of the 
Vienna Institute for Com- 
parative Economic Studies, 
which monitors East European 
economies, said the IMF attitude 
was crucial. 

Vidovic also said economic 
problems were linked with the 
nationalities question. “These 
conflicts are tangled up with each 
other. Without a doubt not just 
nationalists are taking to the 
streets but also people who feel 
underprivileged. Their incomes 
are so low they can scarcely 
survive. 


World’s largest 
cocoa producer 
could squeeze 
supplies 


ABIDJAN, Oct 23, (Reuter): 
Ivory Coast, the world's largest 
cocoa producer, plans to store 
the commodity in 1988/89 if 
prices remain low. a policy which 
trade sources believe could lead 
to a shortage for chocolate man- 
ufacturers in coming months. 

“Ivory Coast holds the key to 
the market If exports are with- 
held there could be some supply 
problems at a time when demand 
is picking up ... it can hold about 
300,000 tonnes in storage in 
varying conditions,” one trade 
source said. 

The West African nation, bur- 
dened by foreign debt and falling 
export earnings, produces more 
than 25 per cent of the world's 
cocoa. Chocolate manufacturers 
prefer Ivorian beans to other 
more readily-available grades 
for q uatity reasons. 

Supplies 


Good quality cocoa supplies 
have been tight for months. Ibis 
shortage, combined with uncer- 
tainty over Ivorian supplies, has 
revived the world market, which 
last month fell to its lowest levels 
in about 13 years. London 
futures have risen from about 
£750 ($1,300) a tonne to about 
£800(51,400). 

Ivorian Agriculture Minister 
Denis Bra Kanon told a meeting 
of local government leaders at 
the weekend that Ivory Coast 
wo uld stock cocoa to take advan- 
tage of any rise in world market 
levels. 

EEC backs 
giant subsidies 
for Italy 
steel firm 


BRUSSELS, Oct 23, (Reuter): 
The European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC) executive yester- 
day backed Italy's plans to give 
7,670 billion lire ($5.69 billion) in 
subsidies to its loss-making sled 
company Finsider. 

The European commission 
said it would recommend to EEC 
ministers the approval of a re- 
structuring plan for Finsider, 
which involves the closure or sale 
of unprofitable plants and the 
relaunch of healthier ones under 
a new company name. Uva. 

But an EEC official said other 
steel-producing EEC member 
states had already voiced strong 
objections to the plan, arguing it 
did not entail sufficient capacity 


cuts. 


Capacity 


Finsider plans to reduce 
. capacity by 3.4 million tonnes in 
the crude steel sector and by 1~2 
million tonnes in finished 
products. Further cuts could 
ensue if the plants put on sale to 
the private sector fail to attract 
acceptable offers. 

Commission approval of the 
plan is also conditional on a 
quicker restructuring than Rome 
has proposed, with Italy selling 
or closing all non-Ilva units in 
1989 rather than 1990. 

“On some points, we have 
been lough on the Italians,” the 
official said. 


Chrysler’s Eagle csrs stiii wing-clipped one year later 


DETROIT. Oct'2}.(U PI): More 
than a year after rising from the 
ashes of American Motors. 
Chrysler's Jeep- Eagle Division is 
still try ing to spread ils wings, as 
the ads say. to gel its car sales ofT 
the ground. 

The jeep half of the brand is 
not the problem, since jeep sales 
have always done well, especially 
now after being revitalised by 
Chrysler. The challenge has been 
lo get buyers to recognise the 
Eagle side of the franchise, which 
now has three Flcdglingcars in its 
nest. 

“Our biggest job is awareness 
and consideration of the brand 
because people don't know what 
Eagle is about or they don't 
understand it enough.” said 
Ralph Sarolte Eagle's general 
marketing manager. 

Despite $1,000 buyer rebates 
and Chrysler's longer warranty, 
Lhose problems have been reflec- 
ted in the slow sales of Eagle's 
flrst two cars, the Premier and 
Medallion. Both are Renault 
designs bom under ihe AMC 
emblem but rebadged Following 
Chrysler's takeover last year. 

Sales 

Sales of the Premier. Eagle's 
flagship sedan, were only 29.686 
for the first nine months of 1988 
— far below initial sales forecasts 
of 75,000. Unsold inventories as 
of Sept 30 stood at 105 days -- 
nearly twice the normal industry 
rate. 

Under an agreement with 
Renault. Chrysler must sell 
300.000 Premiers over a five-year 
period or pay hefty penalties, 
which may make it cheaper for 
Chrysler to spursales with incen- 
tives. 

“With 17 competitors, the 
market is a lot tougher than we 
expected,” Sar^it'* said of the 
Premier’s sales so far, adding 
lhat buyers “seem to want to wait 
a little while because they don't. 


know what Eagle is all about, 
and they don't want to be bur- 
ned.” 

Also caught in the crossfire or 
the Chrysler-AMC merger was 
the Medallion compact, built by 
French carmaker Renault, 
which sold its 46 per cent slake in 
AMC to Chrysler. The 
Medallion, too, is now on the 
endangered species list. 

Neither Chrysler nor Renault 
are making money on the 
Medallion, so Renault may stop 
building it at one planL to make 
room for the R-19. a new sub- 
compact which has been selling 
well overseas. 

Decision 

“We have no idea what Ren- 
ault's decision may be. but we 
have no intention at this point of 
cancelling the Medallion." 
Sarolte insisted. 

Still, Chrysler has cut its ship- 
ments from i .000 to about 700 a 
month next year. Renault 
promised to make available 
about 75.000 Medallions to 
Chrysler this year, but its US 
sales for the first nine months of 
1988 totalled only 12.435 units 
while inventory stood at a lofty 
171 days. 

The newest addition to the 
Eagle line is theSummit. a Japan- 
cse-built subcompact sedan 
introduced this month. It is 
heavily based on Mitsubishi's 
Mirage. 

Ironically, none of the Eagle 
cars in the US auto industry's 
newest nameplates are American 
made. But Chrysler may by 1990 
be building the Summit at 
Diamond Star Motors Corp.. the 
50-50 joint venture Chrysler- 
Mitsubishi assembly plant in 
Normal, Illinois. 

For now, Jeep-Eagle's task is 
monumental for any car com- 
pany competing wilh more than 
33 different nameplates in the 
United Stales. Jeep-Eagle ads for 


1989 will feature the overall 
brand rather than any specific 
model, but there is a marketing 
thrust underway to promote the 
more expensive and profitable 
Premier. 

But advertising money is tight. 
“We shot a lot of our wad in the 
beginning, and to sustain it over 
lime is very expensive,” Sarotte 
said. “Unfortunately, six brands 
are competing (within Chrysler). 
We have to be realistic about how 
much money is available.” 

Another problem is lhat two- 
thirds of Jeep-Eagle’s 1,400 US 
dealers are dualed wilh a com- 
petitive brand. “Even to the 


dealers we have to prove we have 
good cars," Sarotte said. 

Part of Eagle's marketing 
strategy is to build off the high 
brand loyalty of jeep, because 
many jeep owners also drive cars. 

“We nave to establish our- 
selves as a new brand, and we 
have to sell three new cars," said 
Chrysler spokesman Dennis 
Lopez, noting that sales have 
been steadily increasing from 
month to month. 

“There are still a lot of ques- 
tion marks," industry analyst 
Michael Luckey, founder of 
Luckey Consulting Group, Inc., 
of Cresskill, New Jersey, said of 


the brand. "They're still not out 
of the woods." 

Luckey said competition in the 
Premier’s market will only get 
tougher as industry giant Gen- 
eral Motors introduces its new 
four-door sedans beginning later 
next year. He believes Chrysler 
will decide to drop the 
Medallion. 

“We have to convince buyers 
that Eagle is not a four-wheel- 
drive Concord,” said Chrysler’s 
Lopez, referring to AMCs Eagle 
wagon which went from endan- 
gered species to extinction when 
Chrysler stopped building it last 
December.

Life is not easy as an East bloc 
entrepreneur, says Hungarian 


SOPRON, Hungary, Ocl 23, 
(Reuter): Life as a budding 
entrepreneur in Eastern Europe 
isn't easy, even in Hungary where 
the leadership is pushing ahead 
with economic reforms it admits 
smack of capitalism. 

Ferenc Morvai, one of Hun- 
gary's new breed of small busi- 
nessmen, praises Communist 
Party loader Karoly Grosz for 
legislating to stimulate private 
enterprise. 

But, while the reformers have 
taken firm control at the top, 
Morvai says dogmatic Marxists 
linger in the middle levels of the 
country's bureaucracy and are 
doing their best to stuntthe rapid 
growth of his fledgling boiler- 
making business. 

"In die leadership of our coun- 
tries there are still the same orth- 
odox Marxists as before,” 
Morvai told Reuters during a 
recent conference on reforming 
the communist trading bloc 
Comecon. 


Elements 

“As I take on so-called capital- 
ist elements into my business I 
may not have to expect serious 
persecution. But the orthodox 
communists and Marxists are 
feeing tbeir power decline and 
they’re trying to give me a good 
kick with their last power.” 

Hungary launched fundamen- 
tal reforms 20 years ago, long 
before the rest of the Eastern 
bloc. New laws let small-scale 
private enterprise blossom, 
m ainl y to fill a gap in goods and 
services that state and co- 
operative businesses did not sup- 
ply. 

But the pace of social, political 
and economic change has 
accelerated rapidly since Grosz 
took over as party chief last May 
amid a wholesale purge of Polit- 


buro conservatives. 

Earlier this month, parliament 
passed a new company law all- 
owing such radical phenomena 
as joint stock (limited liability) 
companies, full I o reign owner- 
ship of Hungarian firms and the 
right of ordinary people to trade 
shares. 

"After the strict regulation of 
the past 40 years, can we be sur- 
prised if people, primarily of the 
older generation, see joint stock 
companies and new company 
forms as capitalist?” Justice 
Minister Kalman Kulcsar asked. 

Reform has allowed Morvai, a 
flamboyant businessman who 
wears a large badge with his 
firm's red, white and blue logo 
stitched to his lapel, to build up 
his enterprise in the town of 
Nagyrede, 80 km (50 miles) from 
Budapest. 

Designs 

Selling boilers and boiler 
designs to countries including 
the United States, China, Indon- 
esia and Malaysia. Morvai 
forecast he would earn $200,000 
in scarce hard currency this year 
and $3 million in 1 989. 

A key aim of the reforms is to 
earn hard currency from exports 
to help pay off Hungary's $10 
billion Western net debt, the 
highest per capita in Eastern 
Europe. 

But Morvai said middle level 
officials had set out to block his 
business with a series of law suits 
including accusations of specula- 
tion and excessive prices. So far 
aU bad failed due to lack of 
evidence but they had taken their 
toll — he has suffered three heart 
attacks in the past 10 years. 

“The present situation is so 
tragic that I'm already consider- 
ing closing down my factory ... 
it's the same all over Hungary. 


Ernoe Rubik went through the 
same sufferings.” 

Reflecting complaints from 
Soviet leaders in pushing 
through their own perestroika 
(restructuring). Morvai said: 
"The bureaucrats are big obsta- 
cles to the implementation of the 
reform process ... it’s a question 
of whether weean eliminate these 
people at the different levels of 
economic decision-making-" 

He admits lhat he illegally 
employs 40 people. Present leg- 
islation limits private businesses 
to 1 5 workers but this figure will 
rise to 500 when the new law \. 
comes into force at the start of 
next year. 

Legislation 

But Morvai believes the new 
legislation is still not enough. 
"The company law legalises my 
business but does not give me the 
special help I’ve been waiting so 
long for ... it doesn’t give me the 
opportunity to expand my 
export business.” 

In tones similar to Western 
businessmen under Europe's 
socialist governments of the 
1960s and 70s, Morvai com- 
plains of punitive taxation and 
the fact that be is allowed to keep 
only 10 per cent of his hard 
currency earnings. The rest is 
paid to Him in Hungarian Forints. 

Morvai is impatient for 
reform. Speaking at the con- 
ference in the Western town of *> 
Sopron which was organised by ' 
the respected Institute of World 
Economy, he clashed with Soviet 
economists who advocated 
cautious change. 

“I don't see how it's possible to 
go through the same gradual 
changes which used to be the 
practice here in the past decades.

Falling oil revenues could cause 
social problems in the Arab world 


ABU DHABI, Oct 23, (Reuter): 
A leading Arab economist has 
warned Arab states that falling 
oil revenues could cause them 
serious political and social 
problems. 

Mohammed Said AJ Nabulsi, 
executive secretary pf the UN 
Economic and Social Commis- 
sion on West Aria, said some 
Arab states were not aware until 
recently of the serious effect of 
lower oil prices on their econ- 
omies. 

“ Declining oil revenues during 
the past five years have created 
serious shortcomings in the bud- 
gets and balances of payments.” 
he told Al Khaleej newspaper in 
an interview published today. 

"There are some Arab states 
needing urgent treatment and 
others intensive care. 1 
Crisis 

Nabulsi, Jordan's former Fin- 
ance and Industry Minister and 
Central Bank Governor, said the 
crisis would persist unless the 
Organisation of Petroleum 


% 

Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
agreed on controlling produc- 
tion to push prices up. 

He said Arab states also 
needed to raise non-oil income. 

"Ifwedo not hasten to identify 
dangers and adopt radical econ- 
omic policies to cope with the 
new situation, Arab states will 
suffer from serious political and 
economic problems," he said. 

Oil revenues in Arab states 
have plunged in the last two years 
to barely a quarter of the $200 
billion earned in 1982 when 
prices exceeded $30 a barrel. 
Investment 

Most Arab countries, includ- 
ing the major oil producers in the 
Gulf, have run budget deficits in 
the last few years, resorting lo 
borrowing and drawing down 
foreign reserves. 

Nabulsi, recently appointed 
adviser to the Abu Dhabi-based 
Arab Monetary Fund, said the 
depressed oil revenues still could 
be helpful in solving economic 


problems. 

"These revenues, added to ,, 
foreign investment of around " J ‘ 
$400 billion yielding $25 billion a 
year, could help revive our econ- 
omies if they were better util- 
ised," he said. 

Asked about economic prosp- 
ects with the end of the Iran-lraq 
war, Nabulsi did not see any 
positive change in the next three 
years apart from an upturn in 
contracting business. 

He said he expected Iraq to 
maintain the same level of 
military spending as during the 
right-year-old war. 

"Iraq came out of the war sad- < 
died with debts of around $60 
billion and interest between $3 
and $4 billion per year/* he 
added. 

“These burdens, added to an 
expected annual spending of S 10 
billion on reconstruction, make 
it difficult for Iraq to face its s 
financial situation and could 7 
prompt it to continue depen- 
dence on Gulf aid." 


Officials to discuss ways to limit 
protectionist policies in Europe, US 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Oct 
23, (UPI): Presidents of Latin 
America's biggest debtor nations 
are meeting in Uruguay next 
week to track ways to shore up 
their deteriorating economies 
and to confront (he endemic 
problem of drug running. 

The Oct 27-29 summit is the 
second of the so-called “Group 
of Eight,” which now consists of 
only seven countries — Brazil, 
Mexico, Argentina, Colombia, 
Peru, Venezuela and Uruguay. 

The eighth member of the 
dub, Panama, was suspended in 
February after Panamanian 
strongman 1 Gen Antonio 
Noriega, under indictment by a 
US court for drug smuggling, 
ousted President Eric Arturo del 
Vallein a power struggle. 

Diplomats in Montevideo said 
the countries represented at the 
summit account for $336 billion 
of Latin America's total $410 
billion foreign debL 
Theme 

“The central theme of the 
meeting will be the foreign debt, 

- an issue on which the survival of 
the region's democratic regimes 
depends,” said a Latin American 
diplomat. 

The chiefs of state, meeting in 
the seaside resort of Punta del 
Este, will also discuss ways to 
limit protectionist policies in 
Europe and the United States. 
They also are expected to take 
new steps to stimulate the up-to- 
now elusive Latin American 
common market. 

"We will ask for loan assis- 
tance to propel a policy of eco- 
nomic development in countries 
that have become exporters of 
capital,” the Montevideo-based 
diplomat said. "Last year $20 
billion flowed from Latin 
America tothe creditors.” 

Ways to combat drug traffick- 
ing will also be oh the agenda, as 
well as cultural and economic 
exchange, he said, as will a 


request by Ecuador to enter the 
Group ofEighL 

Uruguay has plans to mobilise 
600 troops to proride security for 
the presidents. About 500 
foreign journalists are expected 
to cover the conference. 

Mexican President Miguel de 
la Madrid is to arrive in Uruguay 
on Oct 25, for bilateral meeting 
with his Uruguayan counterpart, 
President Julio Maria Sanguin- 
etti, two days prior to the full 

s ummi t. 

.The other leaders attending 
will be Presidents Jose Samey of 
Brazil, Raul Alfonsin of Argen- 
tina, Alan Garcia of Peru, 'Jaime 
Lusinchi of -Venezuela and Vir- 
gilio Barco of Colombia. 

At the first meeting of the 
Group of Eight, held in 
Acapulco, Mexico, in October 
1987. the presidents agreed on an 
agenda for the future: peace and 
regional security, consolidation 
of democracy and respect for 
human rights, recuperation of 


economic growth, alternative 
solutions lo the foreign debt 
crisis and speeding up steps fora 
common market. 

Integration 

“Five of the topics to be dis- 
cussed will be directed at streng- 
thening and reviving the Latin 
American Association for 
Integration as the organisation 
to execute the economic integra- 
tion (common market) of the 
region,” said a Latin American 
diplomat visiting Montevideo. 

“Now is not the time for nice- 
sounding declarations," the », 
diplomat said. "We must pass on * ? 
to action and formulate policies 
that will permit us to come out . 
from under the burden of the 
foreign debt and achieve a Latin 
American common market.” 

He said the Latin American 
Association for Integration, the 
group lhat issupposed to createa 
common market, has not made 
such progress in its eight years of 
existence.

Fitzgerald for title 


Becker: triumphs in Japan 


TOKYO, Oct 23, (Reuter): Boris 
Becker overcame an inspired 
challenge from Australia's John 
Fitzgerald to win 7-6 (7-4) 64' in 
the final of the 5627,500 Japan 
Indoor men's tournament yes- 
terday. 

Second-seeded Becker, in his 
first competition after a six week 
absence through injury, played 
his typical hard serve game only 
to have Fitzgerald countering 
with devastating volleys which 
kept the Scoreline close and ten- 
sion high, throughout the one 
hour 48 minute match. 

Shouted 

Becker’s frustration boiled 
over frequently. He shouted at 
himself in English and in Ger- 
man and disputed several line 
calls. 

But the world number five and 
two-time Wimbledon champion 
kept his cool when it mattered. 

' At 2-0 down in the first set tie- 
break he unleashed an unreacha- 
ble t opsin backhand and with the 


score at 3-3 one of his forehands 
hit the top of the net, lettered 
there for a moment and then 
trickled over. 

Becker won the tie-break 74 
after a similar net shot went in his 
favour on the last point. 

’'That one at 3-3 in the tie- 
breaker really hurt,” a despon- 
dent Fitzgerald said. 

“Maybe with a little better 
luck in the first set, I could have 
won," added the 32nd-raoked 
Australian who beat top-seeded 
Swede and Wimbledon cham- 
pion Stefan Ed berg in the 
semifinals. 

Becker] s superior serve 
brought him four aces compared 
to one by Fitzgerald and one 
serve by the 20-year-okl West 
German was timed ai 223 km 
(138 miles) per hour — near his 
record. 

“Today’s game is proof that I 
have been practising very well for 
the past three weeks,** said 
Becker. 


A total of seven games went to 
deuce and each player broke the 
other's service twice during the 
first seL 

In set two, each held his own 
serve until the ninth game when 
Fitz^rald, 40-30 down and with 
an open court in front of him, 
ploughed an easy backhand 
volley into the net. 

Becker wrapped up the match 
by taking three successive points 
in the next game and pummelled 
his fists into the air as Fitzgerald 
mis cued his last service. 

Perfect 

Becker, who was picking up 
his fifth title this year, said his 
tennis has been very good this 
week and in the quarterfinals had 
been ’almost perfect' in the easy 
defeat of compatriot Eric Jelen. 

In the doubles final 
Yugoslavia's Slobodan Zivojin- 
ovic and Andres Gomez of 
Ecuador beat Becker and Jelen 
7-5 5-7 6-3 in one hour 45 min- 
utes.

Cayton filed a complaint with 
commission chairman Randy 
Gordon, who will likely hold a 
formal hearing within a week. 

If King is found guilty of tam- 
pering his license in New York 
could be revoked or suspended 
and most other slate boxing com- 
missions would be expected to 
honour the ruling, effectively 
putting the flamboyant 
promoter out of the fight game in 
the United Stales. 

“The most disturbing thing to 
me is that Mike has given this 
unscrupulous character power of 
attorney and control over his fin- 
ances,” Cayton said. 

King could not be reached to 
respond to the charges.

Tyson has been spending 
much ofhis time with King dur- 
ing the fighter’s break-up from 
his wife of eight months, actress 
Robin Givens. Last week Tyson 
accompanied King to the World 
Boxing Association convention 
in Venezuela.

Maradona's Napoli blasted' 
home eight goals today in an 
exhilarating return to form that 
put them within one point of 
Italian League leaders AC 
Milan. 

The Argentine captain scored 
twice and set up threeof the other 
goals in the Naples side's 8-2 blitz 
against Pescara which also saw a 
hat-trick from Andrea Car- 
nevale, two goals from Brazilian 
striker Careca and one from his 
itriot Alemao. 
result put Napoli on four 
points after three games, with 
AC Milan, Internazionale Milan 
and Sampdoria. who all drew, on 
five. 

Napoli, League champions in 
1987 and pippedforthe 1988 title 
by AC MDan. began the season 
colourlessly against two newly- 
promoted opponents, scraping a 
1-0 win at Atalanta and losing 
1-0 away to Lecce. 

But today's performance 
sparkled with attacking flair and 
confidence and was spearheaded 
by Maradona who showed no 


signs of the nagging leg-muscle 
injury. 

Careca opened the scoring in 
the fourth minute after a pass 
from Fernando de Napoli and 
Carnevale headed home the first 
of his three goals four minutes 
later from a Maradona cross. 


The raucous Naples fans had 
to wait 28 minutes for their next 
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offering — a classic Maradona 
free-kick curled round a defend- 
ing wall and into the net. 

Four minutes from halftime 
Alemao took a pass from 
Maradona inside the area and 
scored the fourth. 

Carnevale added the fifth and 
sixth in the 57th and 59th min- 
utes before Pescara salvaged a 
little pride when Gian Piero Gas- 
peri m scored from the penalty 
spot. 

Careca hit home his second 
from a Maradona pass in the 
65th minute and compatriot 
Edmar made it two for Pescara 
nine minutes later. 

Maradona delivered the final 
blow five minutes from the end 
with a finely-struck goal from a 


Carnevale pass. 

Milan's attacking prowess suf- 
fered against an obstinate Lazio 
defence in a match which ended 
0 - 0 . 

European Player of the Year 
Rudd Gullit, making his first 
appearance in the League this 
season after an ankle injury, was 
virtually marked out of the game. 

Trainer Arrigo Sacchi, with 
Wednesday's European Cup 
clash against Red Star Belgrade 
in mind, pulled the Dutchman 
off midway through the second 
half.

Norman holds off Parry

Coupled with a Parry birdie at 
the 11th. Norman's blunder 
whittled the leeway from five to 
two strokes, a margin further 
reduced to a nervy one by the 
16th. 

Norman, seemingly throwing 
away the title, steadied with a 20- 
foot birdie putt at the 17th for a 
two-stroke cushion going to Lhe 
last. 

Norman settled for a bogey at 
the 1 8th to nudge out the plucky 
young Western Australian by a 
shot. 


Entrants prepare for powerboat race

WITH only three days left before 
Kuwait's third Bi-annual Off- 
shore Powerboat Race, all 
entrants are busy preparing their 
boats for the 67.5 nautical mile 
event. 

The race, on Friday, is being 
held lo coincide with Messilah 
Beach's Henley-on-Thames 
Regatta day and is likely to be a 
larger race than the one in June, 
with a higher standard of 
entrants and organisation. 

Boat racers Mishal A1 Jaralloh 
and Khaled Al Khaled stressed 
that anyone who would like to 
race can join the field, providing 
they can meet the entry re- 
quirements. The Dubai Offshore 
Powerboat Race has in the past 
been won by a fishing boat, and 
once the racers are out on the sea, 
conditions will not necessarily 
favour the racing boats. Again, 
in the last Dubai race, three stan- 
dard boats led the racing boats 
home. Anyone interested in join- 
ing the race should remember 
that all boats must be over 1 8ft in 
length, with outboard engines, 
and should contact the Arab 
Times or Al Seyassah news- 
papers for further details. 

Khaled Al Khaled is racing for 
the first lime, but he has very 


strong views about the race. 
“People should bring any boat, 
not just proper racing boats. 
Someone may have a million 
dollar boatand a 100 fils part will 
go wrong and stop the race. No 
matter how much you spend, no- 
onecan give a guarantee. There is 
a chance for everyone to do 
well.” 

Khaled Bakhit of Dubai will 
travel from Dubai for the race, 
and he is generally tipped as a 
likely winner. He will be driving a 
24ft Tiger cat with Mercury 2.4 
e.f.i. engines. Bakhit won the last 
Kuwait race in this boat, and 
took it to third place in this year's 
Dubai race, but he has upgraded 
his engines, and he is now expec- 
ted to be capable of speeds over 
1 OOmph. 

However, he will find that the 
locals are rather more prepared 
to meet the Dubai challenge this 
time. Most of the racers have 
bought new boats, significantly 
Tigercat 24 foolers like Bakhil's, 
with a 2x2.4 e.f.i. engine con- 
figuration. These are expected to 
perform well if the sea conditions 
are suitable. Between similar 
boats, with similar engines, it is 
probably the experience of the 
driver and his throtlleman which 
will count most. 

The majority of the boats are 
expected to be catamarans this 


time, divided between two man- 
ufacturers, Cougar, and Skater/ 
Al Sha'alli Marine, and racer 
Hossam Al Sayafe predicts that 
the Tigercats will have the edge. 

Mishal Al Jarallah, who came 
second in the June race, a mere 7 
seconds behind Bakhit, after 
intermittent losses of engine 
power, is taking a measured 
approach to the race. He said: 
“We're all out to win. I consider 
everybody is a potential threat I 
won't underestimate anyone 
who races.” Al Jarallah is leading 
the Cougar faction, with a 27ft 
Merit sponsored boat, and newly 
rebuilt engines, but respects the 
power of the Tigercats. “The 24 
footers can do 1 OOmph with 2.4 
engines. They will do well,” he 
said. Al Jarallah will be accom- 
panied by Anando Fernando, his 
throtlleman for the last race, an 
experienced marine mechanic. 

Hossam Al Sayafe, now spon- 
sored by Pepsi, is also aiming to 
win. “My boat is not ready yet,” 
he told the Arab Times. “I need 
to reinstal the engine man- 
agement system, but this is not a 
problem. As Far as I'm concerned 
I'm racing against Mohammed 
Karam and Khaled Bakhit” All 
three drivers will be driving 
Tigercats with 2.4 e.f.i/s. Sayafe 
recently finished fifth on the 
Alghanim/BP 2000 Jeep Rally, 


and will have his co-driver, 
Amjad Qutaineh as his throt- 
tleman for the boat race. 

Sheikh Basel Al Sabah will be 
making his first outing in a 27ft 


Tigercat which is expected to be 
rather m 


:r more suitable for October 
sea conditions than the light jet 
type boat be used for the last 
race. As he is reputed to be a very 
fast driver, he can be expected to 
do well in this more substantial 
boat. 

Other drivers from last time, 
like Thabit Banai have entered 
the event, and they will be joined 
by newcomers, Khaled Al 
Khaled, who was yesterday test- 
ing his new, Tilda sponsored 27ft 
Cougar, and Ahmad Al Ansari in 
a 24ft Tigercat with 2x200hp 
engines. Mishal Al Shareda joins 
the field with a 23ft Dubai boat, 
and 2.4 mod vp engines. 

Staggering 

In addition to Khaled Bakhit, 
spectators can also expect to see 
Mohammed Salem Juma of 
Dubai. His is the large yellow 
Emirates boat, which has a stag- 
gering 800hp. 

The race will start at 1pm in 
front of the Messilah Beach 
Hotel on Friday. Scrub neering 
will be held al the Sha’ab slipway, 
on Thursday, and this will be an 
opportunity to see all the boats 
assembled at once, on land.
